LONDON, May 2.—Lord Raberts’ immense 
army is moving against the Boers on three 
lines—from Bloemfontein, Kimberley and 
Ladysmith. This movement is intended to 
prevent a concentration of the Boers at any 
one point of their 40,000 men—the supposed 
present fighting strength of the republics 
at this time. 

The Boers are supposed to be in largest 
force in Roberts’ immediate front, where 
Gen. Botha is in personal command. 

There has been fighting in the regicn of 
Thaba N’Chu, % miles east of Bloemfontein, 
since Saturday, the Boers retiring slowly

If Beaten Many Boer Leaders 


Will Seek Asylums in the 
United States. 
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Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
PRETORIA , March 23.—Although 
the majority of the Boers still be- 
lieve that the independence of the re- 
publics will remain after the war, 
hundreds of them are taking the op- 
posite view and are casting about for 
a suitable country to which they may 
emigrate. State Secretary Reitz said 
to-day: 

“If the English take these repub- 
lics and raise the union jack over 
them I will take my family to Amer- 
ica.’ 

Scores of other Boers have said the 
same thing to me. Many of the 
older Boers will trek to German West 
Africa, where there are thousands of 
square miles of fertile territory and 
thousands will emigrate to other 
countries. An old Boer in the Free 
State several days ago asked con- 
cerning the rates of passage to Amer- 
ica. 

“You see,’ said he, ‘“‘we are going 
to fight hard for our country, but if 
it is taken away from us we want to 
go samewhere where there is a re- 
public.” 

The friends of President Kruger say 
that if the Transvaal! loses her in- 
dependence he will spend the last 
years of his life in Holland or Ger- 
many.

They 
occupied a wide horseshoe of mountains, 
with the convex face toward us, Gen, Ham- 
ilton succeeded in crushing the Boers on the 
Tight and opening a road for Gen. Dick- 
e0n's cavalry brigade, which dashed through 
and hunted the enemy from ridge to ridge, 
Shelling them with horse artillery. 

“At last we arrived at. the rear of the 
horseshoe, and the Boers, in parties of 20, 
could be seen within the inclosed space, 
running about like rats in a trap. Dickson 
hoped to make a bag, and he s‘gnaled to 
Hamilton regarding the situation. Hamilton 
game at once, bringing up every soldier he 
could find.

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The Entire Top of a Mountain 


Blown Off by Explosion. 


RECOVERED DEAD NUMBER 137. 


EXACT CAUSE OF THE DISASTER 


NOT YET DISCOVERED. 


The General Belief Is That It Was 
First Due to a Powder Explosion 
Followed by a Dust Ex- 
plosion. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, May 2.—The extent 
of the disaster at Scofield, where the Pleas- 
ant Valley coal mine was yesterday de- 
strovyed by explasion, does not diminish with 
investigation, as haped. There is no longer 
doubt that over 200 men were killed by the 
explosion. 


According to last reports 137 bodies had 
been taken from the mine. It is Known that 
at least 20 men were at work .n the miné 
at the time of the accident, and of these less 
than a score have been accounted for alive. 

Bishop. Thomas Parmley, superintendent 
of the operations here, gives it as his opin.- 
ion that the explasion was brought about by 
giant powder, which was taken Into the 
mine by some of the miners, that exploded 
in some unaccountable way, igniting the 
dust and thereby causing an explosion. 

The first the workers on the outside knew 
of the calamity was when, at 10:15, the en- 
tire top of the mountain over the tunnel 
seemed to lift. Great masses of stone and 
tall trees were hurled hundreds of feet in 
the air and. fell in every direction, some of 
them half a mile from the mines. IT or 
twenty minutes debris fell; then carne a 
deathly stillness. — 

While it was known at once that an awful 
catastrophe had occurred, the extent of the 
disaster was not first. appreciated. The 
first report sent out was that oniyv twenty- 
five men had been killed. All the damage 
seemed to have been done in Tunnel No. 4, 
but a hasty investigation showed that No. 
1, wnich adjcins and connects with it, also 
had been destroyed. 

This property has been worked for over 
20 years and has the reputation, according 
to State Mine Inspector Thomas, of being 
one of the best ventilated and best pro- 
tected mines in the West. He states that 
he inspected the m‘ne less than five weeks 
ago, and believed it entirely safe at that 
time. It has never had bad air and had 
always been free from gas, and as the coal 
is all loaded with shovels, there has not 
been a large accumulation of dust. 

Nine-tenths of the men killed are Amer- 
ijcans and Welsh. The former come mostiyv 
from Utah. with a small number from Ten- 
nessee and Colorado. 

Several experienced undertakers were sent 
down this morning and the coffins will go 
dawn as soon as they can be shipped. 

The list of dead and injured so far as 
known is as follows. 


The first news of the ‘Scofield disaster 
received in Salt Lake gave the list of 
killed at about twenty-five. Later details 
Bhowed that the disaster was more awfu 
than the first reports indicated, but it was 
not whtil evening that the full extent of 
the tremendous calamity was understood. 

Many people of this citv have friends and 
relatives at hte mines, and the newspaper 
offices and the-coal-company’s offices were 
visited by numbers of anxious people. As 
the list kept constantly growing, the anx- 
jlety of the inquirers increased and many of 
them never went to bed. 

The calamity was unprecedented in the 
history of the state.

The disaster appears to have bee one of 
those acidents that are common to the best 
regulated mines, and, despgs the best en- 
deavors of the most competent superinten- 
dents, among whom is numbered, even in 
this terrible calamity, Supt. Sharp. | 
The State mine inspector is still without 
Gata to lay blame on any one. 
quest will have to determine just 
the blame rests and perhaps it never can 
be fully determined. 
W. C. Wilson was one of the fortunate 
ones on the lower level of No. 1 who es- 
le tells his story as follows: 
was a low rumbling noise heard 
in the distance, followed by a sort of wave 
that can hardly be descriped, but that 1s 
known to all who have hbeen::n explosions, 
and I have been in several. I said to my 
partner that if gas was known io ex!st In 
the mine I should say that an explosion had 
occurred. I advised that we run to tne 
tunnel and. with me came six men work- 
ing in that section. In the main tunnel we 
met the driver and asked him if he had no- 
ticed the strange occurrence. He replied 
that he hal almost been knocked off the 
bar by the rush of air. I was then con- 
vinced that it was indeed an explosion and 
advised my comrades to hasten with me 
ta the mouth. We met two others further 
on and they proceeded with us. We were 
none too soon, for the after-damp reached 
us three or four minutes before we reached 
the open air, almost suffocating yps.’’ 
The after damp delayed the work of the 
rescuing party, but the magnitude of the 
disaster soon became apparent. All men 
on the raise known,as ‘“*Pike’s peak’’ were 
living in clusters. John James, a county 
commissioner, was’ found with his son 
George,- entwined in each. others arms. 
All these men had apparently realized 
that death was coming, for all were found 
as if in attitudes of defense. Some had 
their cloaks about them, others had tried 
to protect themselves by burying their 
faces in the ground floor of the mine, 
hoping thus to escape the deadly gas that 


lived for.some time in prayerful expecta- 
tion of rescue reaching them, 

Bernard Dougall, a promising and enter- 
prising young engineer from Springville, 
Utah, who had just entered the mine a 
few minutes before with his asisstants, 
was found with his instrument set, while 
he and his men lay dead around it. As 
fast as the bodies were removed they were 
carried to the company barn across the 
canon, where they were washed and iden- 
tified. 

Between the blackened and stalwart men 
lay about a dozen lads who had been en- 
gaged as couplers and trappers. Some lay 
alongside of their fathers and elder broth- 
ers. It.,.Was a scene that made many a 
strong m&n turn away in tears. 

After the foul air cleared away from No. 1 
the work of rescue began here and ‘tt was 
soon found that a great many of the miners 
of No li -had been suffocated. The men of 
the lower levels had been warned-of the 
explosion and had made their esrape before 
the gaseous air had reached them. 

Cars were taken in and the dead were 
loaded into them and brought to the mouth 
Men, women and children, relatives of the 
dead miners, had begun to gather, and as 
the bodies were brought out and recognized 
the scenes of grief were shocking. The dead 
were all carried into the bailding house di- 
rectly opposite the mine and at midnight 137 
corpses were lafd out in line.

SESSION AT CHICAGO OPENS. 


FIRST ADDRESS BY VETERAN 
BISHOP THOMAS BOWMAN. 


Bishop Merrill Presides Over the De- 
liberations of the Body, Which 
Has Grave Problems 
to Solve. 


CHICAGO, May 2.—The Methodist Epis- 
copal General Conference by a unanimous 
vote decided to-day to admit equal lay 
representatian to all Methodist conferences, 

The conference also voted to admit the 
provisional delegates. 


CHICAGO, May 2. — The twenty-ninth 
feneral conference of the Methodist Epis- 
col Church—the twenty-third of the dele- 
@®ated congresses—began here to-day. It 
will last a month and is expected to be the 
most important ef any conference since 
the memorable one of 1844, when the South 
branch of the church severed relations with 
the main body over the slavery question. 

The pit of the Auditorium Theater was 
filled with delegates—from north and south 
and east and west; Warne and Smith from 
India, Bronzed by the sun of the equator; 
Hagan and Camphor from Liberia, and in- 
numerable others representing Methodism 
in all parts of the world. Further back in 
the big hall where the conference is to 
be held were the spectators and the pro- 
visional delegates whose fight for admission 
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to the conference is expected to occupy the 
first days of the meeting. 

The peals of the great pipe organ were 
still echoing when venerable white-haired 
Bishop Thomas Bi@ man arose to declare 
the conference opened. Behind Bishop 
Bowman were the other bishops in the 
places of honor on the stage. They, in 
common with the remainder of the assem- 
biage. became silent as the veteran bishop 
raised his hands. 

Briefly he called attention to the im- 
portance of the conference, counseled con- 


| servatism and the gravest consideration of 


matters which would be brought up, and 
then declared the conference.open. 
Bishop H. W. Warren, following Bishop 
Bowman, announced the first hymn, which 
was sung with vigoraus enthusiasm by the 
great audience. 

The apostles creed, led by Bishop J. M. 
Thoburn of India, was recited by the audi- 
ence and then Bishop C. D. Foss delivered a 
yraver. Ths was folowed by the reading of 
"salm 46 by Rev. H. H. Lowrey, D. D., 
of the North China Conference. 

The “Gloria’’ was then chanted, the sec- 


‘ond scripture lesson from the first chapter 


of Acts, first to fourteenth paragraphs, read 
by the Rev. Austin Griffin of the Wyoming 
Conference, and another hymn announced 
by Rev. Harry Swan of the West Texas 
Conference. Prayer by Rev. Hiiary A. Go- 
bin of the Northwest Indiana Conference 
followed, and was succeeded by another 
hymn, announced by Rev. Jacob Yunkers 
of the North Germany Conferen:e. 


As the last note of the hymn died away 
Bishop S. M. Merrill took the chair, the 
first move made in the business of the 
conference. Grave questions confront the 
gathering. The lay delegates demand vote 
for vote with the clerical delegates, and 
there are 141 provisional lay delegates 
awaiting action by the conference. 

A determ.ned effort will be made to raise 
the ban om dancing, card playing and the- 
ater going. and arguments advanced for the 
consecration of bishops of limited jurisdic- 
tion, the dropping of the time limit on pas- 
torates and the referr:ng of the election of 
canference editors, secretaries and book 
agents to the committees governing the dif- 
ferent socicties. It is also expected that 
some steps may be taken looking to the re- 
uniting of the south branch of the church 
with the main body. 

There will be a general morning session 
of the entire conference every day except 
on the Sundays. The 14 standing com- 
miittees, whose functions are analogous to 
those of congressional committees, meet 
three tinfes a week, seven each day, and 
report to the general conference such res)- 
lutions as are deemed werthy of genera! 
discussion and action.

CHEAPER WATER PROPOSED 


Delegate Hartmann Introduced a Bill 
in the House Making Sub- 
stantial Reductions. 


At Tuesday night’s session of the House 
of Delegates Mr. Hartmann introduced the 
bill prepared by Assessor and Collector of 
Water Rates Hemmelman providing for a 
reduction in water rates. 

It makes the tax for dwellings cantaining 
less than seven rooms $1 a room annually, 
for seven-room dwellings $7 annually and 
for dwellings of over seven rooms the an- 


nual rate is $7 and 6 cents additional for 
each raom over seven. 

The new meter rates proposed are: Dally 
consumption up to 300 cubic feet, 15 cents a 
hundred cubic feet; up to 1000 cuble feet, 12% 
cents a hundred. cubic feet; up to 200 cubic 
feet, 10 cents a hundred cubic feet; up to 
5000 cubic feet, 9 cents a hundred cubic feet; 
up to 10,000 cubic feet. 8 cents a hundred 
cubic feet; up to 2.000 cubic feet, 7 cents; 
over 25,000 ‘cubic feet, 6 cents.

Examining Chemists, Testing It for 
Chicago Microbes, Say It Is Now 
in Bad Condition. 


City Chemist W. C. Teichmann and Prof, 
Edward H. Keiser of Washington Uni!- 
versity declare that St. Louis water is unfit 
to drink. They are making an official an- 
alysis af the water to collect evidence for 
use in the ‘trial.of the injunction suit 
against the Chicago Drainage Canal, to be 
heard by the Supreme Court of the United 
States next October. Dr. Teichmann says: 
“It is time that the people of this city 
ascertain, once for all, whether or not the 
pollution ‘of our water ‘supply by the Chica- 
go Canal is to be held responsibile for the 
occurrence of typhoid fever epidemics. The 
valuable records which the city will re- 
ceive after this work has been completed, 
one year after it was started, will enable 
everybody to form a correct, unbiased and 
reliable opinion of the character of our wa- 
ter supply.”’ 

At present it is not politic to give out the 
evidence collected by the chemists, but they 
do not hesitate to admit that the water is 
unfit for human use.
